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PERSONS COMMITTED TO PRISON IN TIPPERART, 1832 - 1836 . 



A COPY of the Reply of His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant oi Ireland to the Address 

of the Magistrates of Tvp^&'ary, praying for an Application of the Coercion Act to that 

County. 

My Lord, Dublin Castle, 14 January 1836. 

When I communicated to your Lordship his Excellency’s immediate compliance with 
the first part of the req_uest of the meeting of Magistrates convened by your Lordship for 
the reinforcement of 100 additional police in certain baronies of the county Tipperary 
his Excellency desired me at the same time to state, that he deferred for a day or two the 
answer to the second requisition, till he had an opportunity of inspecting the monthly police 
I’eports then hourly expected. ^ ^ 

His Excellency has now examined them with much attention, and he observes with 
regret, that in ope of the baronies named by your Lordship, that of Middletliird, there has 
been a decided increase of outrage since the last report. 

As to the four baronies probably included by the Magistrates from their vicinity, his Excel- 
lency does not consider that there is anything to call for particular observation, some 
being represented as in rather an improved state, and others as slightly more disturbed. 

But as regards the whole of this district, his Excellency sees no reason to apprehend 
that the disorderly spirit which has- lately shown itself there, will not yield to the efficient 
exertions of the increased force which his Excellency has directed shall be forwarded with 
the utmost promptitude. His Excellency does not consider that there is anythino- calling 
for the immediate application of the provisions of the Peace Preservation Bill.” These 
provisions are move particularly directed to secure by extraordinary means the detection 
and punishment of offenders acting upon a spirit of combination widely spread or deeply 
laid. His Excellency still sees reason to hope that neither of these are in tliis instance the 
case. 

The last monthly report, that for November, having remarked of the barony of Middle- 
third, “that outrage has decreased in this distiict during the month," and there seems 
nothing in the character of the offences reported during the month of December to indi- 
cate any extensive combination. . If, however, after a short trial, it should appear that 
the authority of the law cannot be thoroughly vindicated merely by the increase' of force 
placed at the disposal of the local authorities, his Excellency desires m« to assure you, that 
there will be no hesitation on his part m applying with vigour all the extraordinarv 
means which the Legislature has placed at his disposal to give every protection in his powe'r 
to life and property, '• 

It is some consolation to his Excellency, in reading over the list of outrages in the 
distncts adverted to by your Lordship, to observe that almost the only one partaking of the 
character of deliberate attempt upon life is that extraordinary attack upon Mr. Long, at 
whom three shots were fired when returning home with his servant in his gig, providen- 
tiahy without any effect. For the detection of this, his Excellency observes your Lord- 
ship and many others have contributed most liberally, and he trusts that, with the assist- 
ance of the police, discovery may be made of the daring offenders. 

There is unfortunately, his Excellency remarks, much in the state of society in the county 
ot Fipperary to view with regret and to observe with vigilance, yet it is some satisfaction 
to had that, though certainly an exception, it is not so marked a one as might have been 
feared to the generally improved tranquillity of the county. Even in the last mouth 
(pnerally for many reasons the worst in the year) his Excellency finds that the amount of 
the table m the return, containing the record of the most serious crimes, is less by two than 
the preceding month (<14 to 26), and the number of homicides, his Excellency remarks, are 
also less in the last three months than in the corresponding, three months of the three 
previous years. 

His Excellency in conclusion desires me to assure you of the high value he places upon 
the zemous co-operation of the resident gentlemen in preserving the peace of the country, 
and the de^ interest he takes in everything which may tend to improve the condition of 
the county Tipperary. ^ '
